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REMARKS 

Applicants acknowledge that prosecution of this application on the merits 
has been closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte Quayle, since all 
claims are allowable, except for formal matters. Accordingly, for the reasons set 
forth hereinafter, Applicants respectfully submit that this application is now in 
condition for allowance. 

Claims 8-18 are currently pending. Of these, Claims 8-14 have been 
allowed, and Claims 15-18 have been objected to that they depend from a 
cancelled claim (Claim 1). In response to the latter ground of objection, 
Applicants have amended Claims 15 through 18 to depend from independent 
Claim 8. In this regard, Applicants note that these claims differ from Claims 11- 
14 in that they depend directly from Claim 8, while each of Claims 11 through 14 
depends from a preceding intervening claim.
